‘MISLEADING 
CLAIMS’ FURY 


Harlow North venture 


A PRESSURE group fight¬ 
ing plans to build thousands 
of new homes north of Har¬ 
low has accused the project’s 
backers of “hoodwinking” 
residents with misleading 
promotional literature. 

Stop Harlow North (SHN) claim 
a circular produced by the North 
Harlow Joint Venture Partnership 
(NHJV) deliberately gives the 
impression that the pro-develop¬ 
ment flyer is endorsed by East 
Herts District Council. 

As the Star reported earlier this 
month, the authority has launched a 
public consultation on the long¬ 
term future of house building in the 
district, putting the Harlow North 
scheme back on the agenda just 
months after the East of England 
Plan was scrapped by the Coalition 
Government. 

SHN secretary Nigel Clark said: 
“The flyer has caused outrage in the 
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community. Its opening paragraph 
gives the impression that it is an 
East Herts District Council docu¬ 
ment - it is not. 

“Claiming Harlow North can 
meet all the district’s housing needs 
fails to understand basic planning 
principles and is perceived as trying 
to set one group of East Herts resi¬ 
dents against another.” 

The group also claims that NHJV 
- a joint venture between Places For 
people and Land Securities - has 
skewed the results of its own con¬ 
sultation process in a bid to show 
public support for the scheme, 
which could see up to 25,000 
homes built on green belt land just 
over the Essex-Herts border. 

“Although residents have repeat¬ 
edly stated their opposition to the 
principle of major development on 
the green fields north of Harlow,

NHJV continue to use such feed¬ 
back to demonstrate community 
engagement to support their 
scheme. 

“We urge residents not to attend 
NHJV exhibitions as they will use 
attendance figures to claim they 
have consulted with residents.” 

But a spokesman for NHJV 
defended the partnership’s promo¬ 
tional activity, saying that residents 
deserved to be kept up-to-date on 
the proposals. 

“We are giving people the oppor¬ 
tunity to make an i nf ormed view 
based on our proposals and have a 
democratic say about how best to 
meet future housing need in East 
Hertfordshire and the wider area,”

he said. “As such, over the past year 
we have held numerous open public 
events so that we can listen to peo¬ 
ple and give them the opportunity 
to informally meet our team and 
question our evolving plans. 

“This is why we recently mailed 
households across the area to 
update them on North Harlow, as 
well as giving local communities 
the opportunity to have their say 
through our website.” 

The spokesman claimed NHJV 
had been “delighted” with the level 
of feedback it had received to date. 

“We will continue to engage with 
people so that they can help shape 
future proposals for North Harlow,” 
he added.

A SPATE of burglaries 
in Harlow last week¬ 
end has sparked calls 
for residents to ensure 
their homes are secure. 

A total of nine neigh¬ 
bourhoods were targeted by 
thieves between Thursday 
and Sunday. 

In one incident in North- 
brooks, callous crooks stole 
a group of five helpless 
one-week old kittens. 

Other items stolen in 
raids on addresses in Rye 
Hill Road, Northbrooks, 
Broadfield, Morley Grove, 
Milwards, Westfield, Ark¬ 
wrights, Whitewaits and 
The Downs included cash, 
electrical items, documents 
and a silver Vauxhall Zaf- 
ira. 

Police have enlisted the 
help of local Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch groups to re¬ 
mind residents of the imp¬ 
ortance of securing their 
homes and are appealing 
for any witnesses to the 
raids to come forward. 

Crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: 
“Over half the burglaries 
were caused by doors being 
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forced due to not being 
locked properly with a key 
- in one burglary the front 
door was completely inse¬ 
cure. 

“Residents are urged to 
take greater care in secur¬ 
ing their homes, especially 
when going out or retiring 
to bed.” 

In a stark warning for 
those who forget to secure 
their properties, he added: 
“Be aware that if you do not 
secure your home properly 
you may find some insurers 
may refuse to pay out.” 

Residents are advised to 
make sure all doors and 
windows - particularly 
those on the ground floor - 
are properly secured and 
that car keys are kept in a 
safe but not obvious place. 

Police are urging anyone 
with any information to 
contact detectives at Har¬ 
low police station on 0300 
333 4444, or Crimestopp- 
ers, anonymously, on 0800 
555 111.

Police arrest six 
in morning raids 


POLICE launched dawn 
raids across Harlow on 
Tuesday as part of a con¬ 
tinued crackdown on bur¬ 
glary and drugs. 

Officers from Harlow neigh¬ 
bourhood policing team execut¬ 
ed six warrants in the early hours 
at addresses in Pennymead, 
Ladyshot, Sewell Harris Close, 
Hornbeams and Willowfields, 
seizing a large quantity of sus¬ 
pected illicit substances. 

A 59-year-old woman, a 57 
year-old man and a 31-year-old 
man were all arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of drug offences and later 
cautioned for cannabis cultiva¬ 
tion. 

A 19 year-old woman arrested 
on suspicion of possessing 
cannabis received a caution for 
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possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, while two men aged 21 
and 25 currently remain in 
police custody. 

Sgt Lewis Basford said the 
co-ordinated raids were part of 
the force’s continuing crusade 
against the twin scourges of bur¬ 
glary and illegal drug dealing in 
the town. 

“Quite simply, drugs ruin 
lives - not only to the person 
taking the drugs, but it also has 
an impact on caring family and 
friends,” he said. 

“This kind of habit can often 
lead onto other crimes such as 
burglary and theft to fund their 
addiction.” 


He added that police relied on 
information from residents to 
secure arrest warrants and con¬ 
victions. 

“I ask for residents to come 
forward with information on 
who is committing crime or 
dealing drugs in the area,” he 
said. 

“I appreciate this takes a lot of 
courage but we need people to 
put pen to paper to help secure 
convictions. 

“Together with our partners 
we will seek where possible for a 
closure order. These orders can 
be placed on any person’s prop¬ 
erty who we find is involved in 
drugs or causing anti-social 
behaviour within their commu¬ 
nity, and could result in the 
occupants making themselves 
homeless.”

Sussex police said Gary 
Robinson (47), of Westfield, 
was thrown into the path of 
oncoming traffic after his sil¬ 
ver Yamaha XJR 1300 hit the 
central reservation on the 
M23 in Crawley.

The motorway was closed 
for several hours after the 
incident. 

Officers believe Mr Robin¬ 
son was travelling home from 
a motorcycle rally in Brighton 
when the crash happened at 
around 4pm 

Inspector Andy Judson said 
it was not yet clear how the 
rider lost control of his bike. 

“The result was devastating 


and extremely distressing for 
the many people who wit¬ 
nessed the collision or its 
aftermath,” he said. 

“I appreciate that this 
caused considerable disrup¬ 
tion in the area, but it was a 
complex recovery, investiga¬ 
tion and clean up operation 
and I should like to thank 
people for their patience and 
understanding."

HARLOW has one of the highest 
shop vacancy rates in the country - 
but according to the manager of the 
bustling Water Gardens complex, the 
town is well-equipped to fight back. 

A report by the Local Data Company 
found that 19.75 per cent of retail units in the 
town centre were unoccupied, placing 
Harlow 19th in the list of the country’s ghost 
towns. 

But Water Gardens manager Beryl Mur¬ 
phy told the Star that the town should not be 
written off just yet, pointing to the continu¬ 
ing success of the shopping centre that dom¬ 
inates the southern end of the town centre. 

“Our retailers continue to perform above 
expectations considering the enormous pres¬ 
sure they are under with the country’s econ¬ 
omy in the state it’s currently in,” she said. 

“The complex is bucking negative nation¬ 
al trends, business is relatively good and we 
haven’t seen any decrease in customer foot¬ 
fall.” 

The centre will shortly welcome another 
big high street chain to its ranks when fash- 
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ion retailer H&M opens in November, and 
Ms Murphy expects the store to attract more 
out-of-town shoppers into Harlow. 

“It’s fantastic to have an H&M in Harlow 
- it’s one of the UK’s most popular fashion 
retailers and there isn’t currently another 
branch anywhere near Harlow. 

“It’s these kind of big-name stores that 
will attract young, fashion-conscious shop¬ 
pers to the town, which is good news for us, 
good news for other retailers in Harlow and 
good news for the town as a whole.” 

The town has hit the headlines in recent 
weeks after it emerged that Sapphire Retail 
Fund - the company which owned the 
Harvey Centre and most of the town centre’s 
retail units - had been placed into adminis¬ 
tration. 

In a further blow, the Star then revealed 
that Harlow Renaissance - the organisation 
set up in 2007 to spearhead the town’s 
growth and regeneration - would be moth¬ 


balled next year after its main sources of 
funding dried up. 

But Ms Murphy said she remained confi¬ 
dent that the future looks bright for Harlow. 

“Some people might expect me to be wary 
of the proposed regeneration of town centre 
north, but I see it as something to comple¬ 
ment what we’ve created in The Water 
Gardens and I’m confident the proposals can 
be salvaged,” she said. 

“It’s all doom and gloom at the moment, 
but I’ve every confidence the town can 
bounce back and regain its rightful place as 
one of the region’s top shopping destina¬ 
tions.”

History officer 
settles score on 
Cup side visits

T here’s nothing quite like 
the game of football to 
spark a debate. 

So when we recently looked back to 
1966, when the Portuguese national 
team and star player Eusebio visited 
Harlow, we knew it might become a 
tale of two halves. 

Reader Terry Chandler told Nost¬ 
algia how the team stayed at the Sax¬ 
on Inn, now the Park Inn, on Southern 
Way, during the World Cup that year. 

He supplied pictures of Eusebio 
and the team training at the Sports- 
centre. 

But this prompted John Coote, of 
Roden Close, to come forward with a 
different version of events. 

Mr Coote, who was then 12, told 
Nostalgia: “My recollection of the 
1966 World Cup and Eusebio at the 
Saxon Inn is different to that men¬ 
tioned in your article. 

“I thought that it was Uruguay who 
stayed there in 1966, not Portugal. I 
vaguely remember going to see them 
train at the Sportcentre one Sunday 
afternoon.” 

Mr Coote remembers that Urug¬ 
uay’s star player was Pedro Rocha. 
Uruguay played England at Wembley 
in the opening game of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

“Portugal’s group in 1966 was in 
the North West,” he said. 

“Their famous 5-3 win over North 
Korea was at Goodison Park [in 
Liverpool], so they would not have 


been based in Harlow for the whole 
tournament.” 

Mr Coote conceded that Eusebio 
might have stayed at the Saxon Inn 
when they played England in the 
semi-final, however he guessed that 
the pictures might date from 1968. 

“Two years later when Benfica 
played Manchester United in the 
European Cup Final at Wembley I 
think they too stayed at the Saxon 
Inn,” he said. 

“Thus, that was when Eusebio 
came to Harlow. I remember forcing 
my autograph book through the coach 
window to get his signature and also 
people like Torres, a big towering 
centre forward.” 

So who is right? Well, Nostalgia 


consulted local history officer David 
Devine at Museum of Harlow to find 
out. The answer is: they both are! 

“According to Harlow: The Story 
of a New Town three teams stayed at 
the Saxon Inn in 1966,” said David. 
“They were Portugal, Uruguay and 
Argentina.” 

The museum’s collection of news¬ 
paper records confirm that Uruguay 
stayed there the longest - from July 1 
to 28 - while Portugal stayed from 
July 24 to August 1. 

The Argentine team took over from 
the Uruguayans on July 29. 

David also found this picture in the 
museum’s archives of Eusebio and a 
colleague in training at the Sports- 
centre in 1966. 



F ollowing our coverage of the old 
Harlow College, otherwise known 
as St Mary’s College in Old Harlow, 
this picture landed on the Nostalgia 
desk. 

It dates from 1862 and shows an 
artist’s impression of the building 
before it was built. 

It is an old cutting from a newspa¬ 
per of the day and it showed a much 
more extensive building than ever saw 
the light of day. Only the far L-shaped 
section was ever built. 


The picture was kindly brought in 
by Colin Porcher, treasurer of the Old 
Harlovians - the school’s alumni club. 

The school has since been demol¬ 
ished to make way for the Jocelyns 
estate.

Chief holds five 
on deal sign-off 


FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow 
are set to resume industrial 
action next week after pro¬ 
tracted talks between service 
chiefs and union officials over 
proposed frontline cuts broke 
down yet again. 

Essex Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
confirmed on Monday that its mem¬ 
bers would refuse to do overtime or 
cover staff absences after Essex 
County Fire & Rescue Service 
(ECFRS) bosses refused to sign an 
agreement safeguarding frontline 
jobs and conditions. 

ECFRS said it did not want to 
commit to the compromise deal until 
the full extent of the Government's 
public spending cuts were revealed 
next month, but the FBU accused the 
authority of “backing away” from 
negotiations. 

Essex FBU secretary Keith Flynn 
said: “Quite frankly, our members are 
livid. 

“In good faith, throughout the 
summer fire crews have tried to cover 
the shortages on the frontline caused

by the cuts while we have been nego¬ 
tiating a compromise settlement - 
that good faith has now been thrown 
back in their face. 

“We had a deal to end the dispute 
and now the fire authority has backed 
away from it.” 

The long-running and acrimonious 
dispute began last year after 44 fire¬ 
fighters were axed from frontline fire 
stations - a cutback the FBU argued 
would lead to compromises to the 
emergency service. 

Fire crews in Harlow and the rest 
of the county started industrial action 
short of strike on August 26 last year, 
which was temporarily suspended in 
April as talks progressed and a nego¬ 
tiated settlement seemed imminent. 

It was thought an agreement had 
been reached between negotiators on 
July 13, and the settlement document 
was set to to be signed by chief fire 
officer David Johnson at a meeting 
arranged for July 21. 


But according to the union, Mr 
Johnson then unilaterally inserted a 
last-minute amendment to the settle¬ 
ment document without prior consul¬ 
tation, scuppering all prospects of an 
agreement. 

Mr Johnson this week hit back at 
the FBU’s criticisms, claiming it 
would be “entirely reckless” for 
ECFRS to commit to arrangements 
that may have to be altered after the 
service’s new spending targets are 
revealed in October. 

“With the agreement of the fire 
authority chairman, we felt it would 
be misleading to our firefighters to 
sign now knowing we are likely to 
face major changes in just five weeks 
time,” he said. 

“The union had ample opportunity 
to sign the agreement when it was 
first presented to officials but they 
have continued to challenge us and 
drag their heels over many months. 
“We don’t know what level of cuts we 
will be facing but as we have said all 
along, we can’t rule anything in or out 
until we know the extent to which 
cuts will have to be made.”

We must deal with 
massive debt crisis 

SIR, I understand that given the terrible 
state of the economy and the 
significant reforms that are needed to 
deal with the £900 billion national 
debt, that some of your correspondents 
will be worried about the impact on the 
less well-off (Star, September 2). 
Contrary to what has been argued by 
some opposing political parties, let us 
look at the facts.

This means 17,000 pensioners in 
Harlow will benefit; 

<9 Increase in child tax credit for low 
income families. For low income 
families in Harlow, the amount per 
child will rise by £150 above i nf lation 
next year; 

0 Pay increase for low income 
workers. The 1.7 million public sector 
employees who earn less than £21,000 
a year will have a pay increase of £250 
a year for two years running; 

# 50,000 extra apprenticeships; 

0 The youth employment guarantee 
scheme. Anyone aged under 24 will be 
guaranteed a job or training once they 
have been unemployed for six months. 
We will extend this scheme to March 
2012 ; 

0 All social tenants will be able to 
start a business in their home. This was 
outlawed under the old Labour 
government. 

No reasonable person denies that there 
are difficult times ahead, and that sadly 
there will be some casualties. 
Nevertheless, because of Gordon 
Brown’s mismanagement of the 
economy, the national debt amounts to 
nearly £25,000 for every man, woman 
and child. 

If we don’t deal with that debt, 
mortgage rates will rise and there will

Aerial battle won 
with Polish flyers 

SIR, At a time when the country is 
remembering the Battle of Britain 
which raged over our skies 70 years 
ago, we should also remember that 
during the Second World War up to 
19,400 Polish airmen served alongside 
the RAL and contributed a great deal 
to the fight against Nazi Germany. 

By far the largest group of foreign 
airman in the Battle of Britain were 
Polish. They were also amongst the 
most skilful of any air force and 30 of 
them gave their lives in the summer 
and autumn of 1940 alone. Polish 
flying skills were well-developed from 
the invasion of Poland and the pilots 
were regarded as fearless. Then- 
success rates were very high in 
comparison to the less-experienced 
British Commonwealth pilots. Polish 
squadrons spent some time at nearby 
North Weald and Duxford airfields 
fighting over the skies of Essex. 

Today many thousands of Poles have 
made England their home and many 
live in Harlow. I hope this generation 
don’t forget the history that binds our 
two nations together and we all treat 
our Polish friends with respect.

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Athlete Anne's 
story captures 
judges' hearts 


A HARLOW paralympian’s inspira¬ 
tional life story has been published 
after winning a televised competition 
run by the BBC. 

Wheelchair racer Anne Wafula-Strike (40), of 
Willowfield, was left permanently disabled after 
being struck down with polio at the age of two 
and ever since has battled to overcome prejudice 
and ignorance of her condition. 

But it is testament to her enormous strength 
of character and iron will to succeed that today, 
some 38 years later, the Kenyan-born athlete 
and teacher is poised to represent her adopted 
country of Great Britain in the 2012 Para¬ 
lympics. 

Her remarkable story of one woman’s strug¬ 
gle against all the odds moved judges of the My 
Story competition - broadcast weekly on BBC 
One and presented by pop star Ronan Keating - 
to award her with a publishing contract with 
Harper Collins. 

“I can’t believe that my story has been pub¬ 
lished - it’s quite surreal,” she told the Star this 
week. 

“I only entered the competition after my hus¬ 
band spotted an advert in Harlow Library, and I 
decided I’d give it a go and send off a brief sum¬ 
mary of my life. 

“I didn’t hear anything for months and had 
almost forgotten about it completely when I got 
a call from the BBC saying my story had made 
it through to the next round - and it just snow¬ 
balled from there.” 

She was revealed as a competition winner on 
Tuesday evening’s programme and her 277-page 
book, In My Dreams I Dance , is now available 
to buy in bookshops and online, priced £6.99. 

She told the Star that writing her story had 
been an “incredibly emotional journey”. 

“It brought back some painful memories,” 
she added. “My family and I were cast out of 
our village because of my condition - people 
simply didn’t understand what was wrong with 
me and thought it was some kind of curse. 

“But on the whole writing the book has been 
a wonderful, cathartic experience, allowing me 
to reconnect with my past and speak with mem¬ 
bers of my family, most of whom still live in 
Kenya. 

“I just hope my story can inspire others to 
overcome their own disabilities and disadvan¬ 
tages and strive for a better life.”

MP joins pupils' call to slow down near school 


HARLOW MP Rob Halfon has 
backed a Harlow primary 
school’s long-running road safety 
campaign after listening to 
pupils’ concerns. 

Latton Green Primary School 
has been calling for speed 
restrictions to be introduced on 
Commonside Road for more than 
10 years. 


With no zebra crossing, pupils 
currently rely on a lollipop lady 
to help them cross the busy street. 
But following a visit to the 
Riddings Lane school last Friday, 
Mr Halfon vowed to call on Essex 
County Council for a swift review 
of road safety measures. 

He said: “I will do everything I 
can to press the authorities to do 


whatever is needed to make it 
safer for the children to get to 
and from the school.” 

The school recently launched the 
Keep Me Safe campaign to push 
for the measures, and school 
governor Debbie Bartam said 
that pupils’ safety was the 
school’s top priority. 

She said: “We are really 


concerned about the speed of the 
traffic on Commonside Road and 
want to make people aware that 
there is a school here, so we are 
asking that people drive with 
care. 

“We’ve never done anything as 
big as this campaign before and 
hope the council can put in 
traffic calming measures.” 


Toiy leader stands 
up for Dangerfield 


UNDER-FIRE councillor 
Lee Dangerfield was the sub¬ 
ject of a string of questions at 
a heated council meeting last 
week. 

The chairman of Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s housing policy working group 
hit the headlines in the Star recent¬ 
ly after denying accusations that he 
used his influence to secure a new 
council house for his family. 

The Conservative member has 
also been at the centre of an exp¬ 
enses row after claiming more than 
£1,000 for his annual mobile phone 
bill. 

Both Cllr Dangerfield and his 
wife, Cllr Sarah Dangerfield, were 
absent from Thursday’s full council 
meeting, leaving the authority’s 
Tory leader Andrew Johnson to 
answer questions from the public 
and opposition members. 

Asked by Green Hills resident 
Hugh Hoad why the administration 
would not support calls for a full 
investigation into the Dangerfields’ 
move, Cllr Johnson said: “All offers 
of council accommodation are 
made in accordance with current 
council policies.” 

Labour councillor Tony Durcan 
asked if the Dangerfields had 
reported themselves to the Stand¬ 
ards Board for investigation while 
Liberal Democrat councillor Nick 
Macy compared the embattled cou¬ 
ple to the former Tory MP Neil 
Hamilton and his wife Christine. 

Cllr Durcan said: “The reputation 
not only of the Dangerfields but all 
Harlow councillors is at stake - par¬ 
ticularly in the light of the recent 
MPs’ expenses scandal.” 

But Cllr Johnson told those at the 
meeting he was not aware of any 
breach of the council’s code of con¬ 
duct.

He added: “I have been assured 
by the chief executive and head of 
legal that in this case there was 
nothing out of the ordinary.” 

Lib Dem councillor John Stra- 
chan asked why Cllr Dangerfield’s 
mobile phone bill was more than six 
times the average for councillors in 
2009-10. 

But Cllr Johnson claimed the 
phone bill showed that Cllr Dang¬ 
erfield was “an active councillor” 
who had “made more telephone 
calls than other members”. 

When pressed on whether he was 
confident Cllr Dangerfield had 
wracked up the bill in the course his 
council duties, he said: “Cllr 
Dangerfield assures me this is so.” 

But he later added that he had 
been surprised by his own £360 
phone bill for the year, and he had 
asked council officers to look into 
finding cheaper tariffs for council¬ 
lors’ Blackberry phones. 

Council chief executive Malcolm 
Morley later emailed councillors 
assuring them that an internal inves¬ 
tigation into the Dangerfields’ move 
to the council house had found no 
evidence of impropriety. 

It read: “I can confirm that a 
review of the application of process¬ 
es for the allocation and repair of 
the house they have been allocated 
has been carried out. 

“I am satisfied that the allocation 
of the house was in accordance with 
the council’s policies and proce¬ 
dures. I am also satisfied that the 
works done to the house were with¬ 
in the scope of works that would 
normally be done to such a house.”

Warning over cuts 
to housing benefit 


GOVERNMENT cuts to housing 
benefits could force hard-up 
Harlow tenants out of their homes, 
a charity has warned. 

Independent research commissioned by 
Shelter found the average Harlow home 
will be £69 a month worse off if planned 
cuts to the Local Housing Allowance are 
approved by ministers. 

The charity also warned that landlords 
may not be sympathetic to struggling 
households, claiming the cutbacks could 
result in up to 134,000 hard-up families 
across the country being made homeless 
or forced to find somewhere cheaper to 
live. 

The new study, by the University of 
Cambridge, estimates that up to 35,000 
households will be forced to approach 
their local authority for housing assis¬ 
tance, potentially costing the Government

£120 million a year. 

Shelter chief executive Campbell Robb 
said: “Shelter’s research clearly shows 
that these cuts will mean households in 
Harlow are going to face a real struggle 
keeping a roof over their head. 

“Unfortunately, an increase in home¬ 
lessness is inevitable.” 

He warned Harlow Council to prepare 
itself for extra pressure on its already 
stretched housing stock. 

“We urge Harlow Council to set aside 
resources to ensure the most vulnerable, 
including children, pensioners and the 
disabled, are protected from these cuts,” 
he said. 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon claimed 


“urgently needed” public spending cuts 
would not affect the poor and needy. 

“I am absolutely determined that 
reforms to housing benefit should not 
hurt vulnerable people in Harlow. 

“There are serious problems with the 
Housing Benefit system and reform is 
urgently needed. 

“Partly, this is because we now spend 
more on Housing Benefit than we do on 
the police and universities combined, and 
the money doesn’t always reach the fami¬ 
lies who genuinely need it. 

He added: “That is why I am glad that 
the Government is tripling the budget for 
Additional Discretionary Housing Pay¬ 
ments to £60 million a year from 2013- 
2014. 

“This will act as a cushion, protecting 
the social tenants in Harlow, who gen¬ 
uinely need the money.”

PROTRACTED lease 
negotiations for a cash- 
strapped charity’s Har¬ 
low headquarters have 
finally been settled after 
trustees struck a compro¬ 
mise deal with Harlow 
Council. 

As reported in last week’s 
Star, The Cornerstone Trust 
had been left reeling by the 
authority’s “astronomical” rent 
demand of £13,000 for its base 
in The Stow. 

And although a compromise 
deal was thrashed out follow¬ 
ing intervention from the Star, 
talks hit a new stumbling block 
when the authority asked for 
the charity to cough up for sev¬ 
eral months of back-dated rent. 

But an agreement was final¬ 
ly reached on Tuesday that will 
safeguard the charity’s future 
for at least three years, at 
which point the lease will 
again be up for renewal. 

Trustee John Lowry said: 
“The Trustees of Cornerstone 
Trust are very grateful to the 
Star for its assistance in 
enabling the trust and Harlow 
Council to reach agreement on 
the lease renewal. 

“Without the Star's inter¬ 
vention, we simply wouldn’t 
have reached agreement with 
the council on reasonable 
terms, bearing in mind the 
position of deadlock reported 
last week. 

“We are also very grateful 
for the public support shown 
by the local community during 
the past week, which has been 


a real boost in helping us sup¬ 
port those most in need in our 
local community. 

He added: “Now that the 
lease renewal is out of the way, 
we can focus on the work in 
hand knowing our accommo¬ 
dation needs are secure for the 
next three years or so.” 

Cllr Simon Carter, chairman 
of Harlow Council’s resources 
policy working group, added: 


“The new lease is due to be 
signed shortly. 

“We look forward to contin¬ 
uing working with Cornerstone 
in the future.” 

The charily, which provides 
formal advocacy, training and 
support for people with learn¬ 
ing difficulties, needs to raise 
£25,000 this year to continue 
offering its current level of 
service. 


Mr Lowry said the trust 
would welcome any offers of 
support from local businesses 
to help support its services. 

“The trust remains keen to 
hear from local businesses and 
local organisations that want to 
support our work in some way 
- financial or otherwise,” he 
said.

Woodlands 
get ponds 
for wildlife 

VITAL new ponds have 
been created in Harlow 
woodland to ensure rare 
and threatened species 
continue to thrive. 

Harlow Council has dug 
nine clean water ponds in 
Latton Woods after receiv¬ 
ing a £1,500 grant from 
the Million Pounds Project 
and Biffaward. 

The initiative will pro¬ 
vide an ideal habitat for 
great crested newts and 
will mean that hundreds of 
other plants and animals 
will have a secure future in 
Harlow. 

Cllr Tony Hall, chair¬ 
man of the environment 
policy working group, 
said: “Harlow Council 
staff and volunteers work 
hard to promote biodiver¬ 
sity and protect wildlife 
sites around the town, like 
Latton Woods. 

“We were very happy to 
take part in this new proj¬ 
ect which, with the help of 
volunteers, has created 
nine new clean water 
ponds to help safeguard 
rare and threatened spec¬ 
ies. 

“The Million Ponds 
Project has been very 
helpful, helping us to 
make the best possible 
ponds, and finding the 
money to pay for it.” 

Million Ponds project 
officer Pascale Nicolet 
said: “This is an ideal spot 
to create wildlife ponds 
because the water coming 
off the woodland is clean 
and free from pollution. 

“It means the delicate 
plants and animals that 
can’t survive in polluted 
ponds will be able to find 
a home here. 

“We are thankful to 
Biffaward for providing 
the funds that have made 
this work possible.” 


Smoke alarms tests as 'serious' fire figures rise 


SMOKE alarms in hundreds 
of Harlow homes will be 
checked as part of a new initia¬ 
tive to curb the rising number 
of fire and smoke-related acci¬ 
dents in the town. 

Harlow Council and mainte¬ 
nance contractors Kier Harlow 
have teamed up with Essex 


County Fire & Rescue Service 
(ECFRS) to inspect the life¬ 
saving devices in around 1,800 
homes in the coming months. 

ECFRS say serious fires - 
which it classes as those that 
result in casualties, necessary 
escape or rescue - are up 11 
per cent compared to last 


year’s figures. 

Around 600 people die in 
100,000 building fires every 
year across the UK. 

ECFRS divisional officer 
Mark Samuels said: “This 
partnership with Kier Harlow 
and Harlow Council will help 
us to make sure that homes 


throughout Harlow have life¬ 
saving smoke alarms fitted. 

“A smoke alarm is the sin¬ 
gle most important piece of 
equipment in any home. They 
provide vital warning at the 
first sign of fire, giving fami¬ 
lies time to get out and to safe¬ 
ty before calling us.” 


Gas safely checks will also 
be conducted as part of the ini¬ 
tiative. 

Mr Samuels added: “It gives 
us access to provide protection 
to people who may not other¬ 
wise have thought about 
smoke alarms until it was too 
late.”

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Sentence calls time on 
binge-drink 'monster' 


A BINGE-drinking thug who carried out 
three “horrific” attacks on drinkers in 
two Harlow pubs while high on cocaine 
and alcohol has escaped a stretch behind 
bars. 

Jonathan Chilcott (21), of High Street, Old 
Harlow, was instead given a 10 month suspended 
sentence after admitting two offences of assault 
causing actual bodily harm and one of assault by 
beating. 

He was also banned from all pubs and night¬ 
clubs in the town and ordered to attend drug rehab 
for a period of nine months, enrol on a Thinking 
Skills course and pay £1,000 costs. 

CCTV images shown at Chelmsford Crown 
Court showed two of Chilcott’s victims left 
sprawled on the floor with broken noses. 

Other shocking footage showed Chilcott 
punching one man in the back of the head and hit¬ 
ting another two men in the face - leaving one 
unconscious outside a pub for 20 minutes until 
paramedics arrived. 

Laureen Husian, prosecuting, said the first 
incident took place on February 27 when victims 
Paul Smith and Stephen Betteridge were attacked 
outside the Chequers Pub in Market Street. 

Mr Betteridge suffered a broken nose, a black 
eye and swelling to the back of the head. 

But despite the use of CCTY Chilcott was not 
arrested until after the second incident on May 6, 
which took place inside the Poplar Kitten Pub in 
Tawneys Road, where Ross Smith was attacked 
“for no reason” and left unconscious on the floor. 

David Wilson, mitigating, described the attacks 
as “deeply unpleasant” but claimed Chilcott had 
drunk 15 pints of lager and taken six grams of 
cocaine before committing one of the offences. 

A plumber’s assistant, the defendant was 
described by Mr Wilson as a “two-pronged char¬ 
acter” - working hard during the week but a 
“monster” affected by drink and drugs at week¬ 
ends. 

Sentencing Chilcott, Recorder Philip Brook 
Smith said: “You have been given an opportunity 
to turn your life around - if you don’t significant 
sentences are likely to follow.” 

He described the attacks as “horrific” and con¬ 
tinued: “It is plain you are a binge-drinker and 
coupled with the use of cocaine, there is consider¬ 
able danger to those who come your way.”

Checks to 
catch out 
fly-tippers 

A COUNCIL-backed crack¬ 
down on illegal fly-tipping 
began last Thursday with 
stop-checks on vehicles sus¬ 
pected of carrying commer¬ 
cial waste. 

Harlow Council has join¬ 
ed forces with Essex traffic 
police and Essex County 
Council to spearhead the 
new initiative, which will 
also see drivers apprehend¬ 
ed for using mobile phones 
or failing to buckle up. 

The project continues the 
work started by the council 
last November when it push¬ 
ed for vehicles to acquire 
the correct permits to carry 
commercial waste, dishing 
out penalties worth £600. 

The operation was hailed 
a success after it prompted a 
number of local businesses 
to apply for waste carrier 
licences. 

Cllr Joel Charles, chair¬ 
man of the community and 
citizenship working group, 
said: “We are pleased to be 
able to work with other 
organisations in this way. 

“Fly-tipping is a big issue 
across the country and ille¬ 
gal waste carriers are resp¬ 
onsible for a large percent¬ 
age of this. 

“It costs the council thou¬ 
sands of pounds every year 
to clean up after fly-tippers 

He added: “The public 
can help by reporting any¬ 
one they see fly-tipping.” 

Residents are responsible 
for checking that any com¬ 
pany they hire to haul away 
their waste holds a waste 
carrier licence. Choosing a 
non-reputable business to 
dump your garbage could 
result in a fine of up to 
£5,000.

I t has been almost four years 
since Will Ferrell starred in 
Stranger Than Fiction , a film 
that could justifiably claim to be a 
comedy without arousing the 
suspicions of trading standards. 
Undeniably, he is a gifted mimic and 
with the right script, Ferrell can reduce 
an entire audience to helpless 
laughter. 

However, with a reported US$20 
million fee per film, making him one of 
the most expensive commodities in 
Hollywood, the leading man hardly 
seems good value for money when he 
serves up tripe including Land Of The 
Lost and Semi-Pro. 

Thankfully, the Saturday Night Live 
stalwart rediscovers some of his lustre 
in The Other Guys. 

Directed and co-written by Adam 
McKay, who previously made 
Talladega Nights: The Ballad Of Ricky 
Bobby and Anchorman, this 
intentionally ludicrous buddy cop 
movie pairs Ferrell with a hilariously 
self-mocking Mark Wahlberg. 

Explosive action sequences collide with

polished one-liners and some amusing 
supporting performances, like Michael 
Keaton as the beleaguered police chief, 
who works a second job to pay for his 
son's university education. 

Detectives PK Highsmith (Samuel L 
Jackson) and Christopher Danson 
(Dwayne Johnson) are the golden boys 
of the NYPD, monopolising newspaper 
headlines with their gung-ho antics. 
When the two officers are sidelined, 
hot-headed Terry Hoitz (Mark 
Wahlberg) and his mild-mannered 
partner Allen Gamble (Will Ferrell) vie 
with rival detectives Fosse (Damon 
Wayans Jr) and Martin (Rob Riggle) to 
lead the team. 

“I’m a peacock. You’ve got to let me 
fly,” Terry implores Captain Gene 
Mauch (Keaton), desperate to be 
included on a case involving multi¬ 
millionaire David Ershon (Steve 
Coogan). 

When his pleas fall on deaf ears, Terry 


drags Allen into the field with only a 
wooden replica gun for protection. 

The Other Guys gets considerable 
mileage from several running jokes, 
including Terry’s choice of car and his 
ability to pull insanely sexy women like 
his wife, Dr Sheila Gamble (Eva 
Mendes). 

Wahlberg has a blast as the rogue cop 
with a short fuse and Ferrell brings out 
the sweetness and vulnerability of his 
clumsy oaf, who cheerfully reveals: 
“There are three things I love in this 
world: Kylie Minogue, the dimples in a 
woman’s back above her buttocks and 
the fear in a man’s eyes who knows 
I'm going to hurt him.” 

Coogan fares less well in a thankless 
supporting role. 

The plot careers along at breakneck 
speed, unchaining itself from 
plausibility early on with the sudden 
and unexpected exits of Jackson and 
Johnson. 

Gags hit more targets than they miss, 
which is a blessed relief, and we could 
cheerfully entertain another 
investigation for Terry and Allen in the 
future.

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T he theory goes that 
familiarity breeds 
contempt, but if another 
two months in the company of 
the Seat Leon FR TDI is 
anything to go by, this 
particular axiom can be 
consigned to the history books. 
Another 3,500 miles has been 
covered during the summer, 
over all sorts of roads and in a 
variety of conditions - even 
some very thick Welsh mud. 

Yet the FR TDI with the slick 
DSG gearbox continues to offer 
a seemingly spot-on blend of 
performance and usability The 
regular daily commute has a 
mix of urban streets, 
motorway and a brief twisty 
country road, and the Leon 
deals with them all in the same 
unflappable manner. Yes, the 
FR version has firm 
suspension, but certainly not 
harsh: there are softer versions 
should you feel the need, but if 
entertaining B-roads feature on 
your favourite routes then 
anything less would be a waste. 
The steering and brakes are 
also finely judged: the power 
assistance means parking with 
a single finger, but above 30- 
40mph there is reduced help, 


with the accuracy and good 
weighting that keeps you fully 
informed about what is 
happening at the front wheels. 
All of which adds up to a lot of 
fun when the conditions are 
right. The FR is a hot, but not 
super, hatch, and so has 
enough power to be quick and 
enough grip to be fast, but not 
so much that only the emptiest 
of roads can be fun. 

A quick comparison with the 
daddy of the Leon range, the 
Cupra R, where the FR’s 
strengths lie. The Cupra R has 
a rippling 261bhp, will blast to 
62mph from rest in only 6.2 


seconds and reach 155mph. 
Around the twists of 
Rockingham race circuit and 
on the surrounding roads it 
was an absolute blast. Yet 
climbing back into the FR at 
the end of the day wasn't a 
disappointment, because it 
would still be keen to play as 
well as cover the ground 
without fuss and in a very 
economical fashion. 

Economy is proving to be one 
of the Leon’s trump cards too. 
Common knowledge says that 
diesel engines take a good few 
thousand miles to settle in, and 
as they do economy improves 


steadily. Despite some less than 
sympathetic driving and the 
occasional abandonment of a 
good green ethic, the Leon FR 
has averaged a very respectable 
41mpg, with a best figure well 
into the mid-50s. Although 
fractionally less frugal than the 
manual version, the DSG 
gearbox makes it easier to 
extract better figures. 

More miles have also revealed 
some more small details that 
simply add to the Leon’s all¬ 
round competence. For 
example, it has heated electric 
folding door mirrors as 
standard, but until very 


recently it seemed the only way 
to fold them when parking was 
to flip the interior switch. Not 
so: all that’s required is to hold 
the locking button on the 
remote for an extra two 
seconds, and the door mirrors 
neatly tuck out of the way of 
inconsiderate drivers. Another 
clever trick is that, when 
descending a steep hill with 
your foot on the brake, the DSG 
gearbox recognises the 
situation and shifts down a 
gear for you, as you should 
anyway and a useful stress 
reliever on the brakes. 

A summer holiday also proved 
the Leon is still at heart a 
family hatch. Ordinarily such 
an undertaking would require 
a large MPV at the very least to 
squeeze everything in, but on 
this occasion a modest roof box 
was it all took. Two adults, two 
children and all the assorted 
paraphernalia all went in with 
plenty of room to spare. 

Still going strong and getting 
better all the time is the end of 
term report. What is also very 
revealing is that, given the 
choice, there’s very little on the 
Leon FR that could be changed 
for the better. Roll on autumn.

Warren said: “I don’t 
remember any stoppages.

best performance of the 
season against Heybridge 
[four days earlier] and 
then our worst on 
Saturday. 

“Maybe the pressure of 
being in the FA Cup 
played a part.We were 
expected to win. We did 
not play very well.” 

Bethnal Green started 
well and the hosts were 
thankful to keeper James 
Hasell early on. The cus¬ 
todian did well to make 
superb one-handed saves 
from Darryl Wilson and a 


cross-cum-shot from 
Kadir Jama which was 
going in until Hasell 
changed direction and 
tipped it over the bar in the 
first 20 minutes. 

Against the run of play 
Harlow took the lead from 
the penalty spot on 27 
minutes. Sosthene Yao 
was brought down by 
Jason Fox and the Hawks 
striker stepped up to cool¬ 
ly blast a spot-kick into 
the bottom right corner.
